perior, has offered a minimum wage 
bill in the legislature which promises

Council Grants Fifteen Day Extension 


Before Fine Is Imposed,— 


Until February 15. 
v 


Janosville citizens will have fifteen 
days more in which to rpay Jheir taxes 
before the imposition of a two per cent 
fine for tardiness. 
This extension of 
the tijae limit was granted by the city 
council .at its session yesterday after- 
noon. — 
Collections to date, while satisfac- 
tory, are not sufficient to warrant the 
maintenance of the old limit, in that 
there are many people who are not 
paid until the end of the month, and 
consequently are unable to pay their 
taxes now; it is largely for the benelit 
of these people that the time is extend- 
ed from the first of February until the 
fifteenth. 
Collections came in rather slowly at 
the first of ^the month but for the past 
week or more. City Treasurer Muen- 
cliow hps averaged 
more than 
five 
thousand dollars a. day in 
receipts, 
with the amounts increasing, daily as 
the limit was approached. 
The extension of the limit is in ac- 
cordance with the custom not only In 
Janesville. but in practically all of the 
cities of the state. The nossibility of
